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REMARKS: 


Allowable subject Matter: 

Claims 1-3, 5 and 7-17 have been allowed. The Applicant thanks the 
Examiner for the allowable subject matter. 

Rejected Claims: 

Claims 6, 20 and 22 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Gill (US 2005/001 8365). In addition, claim 2 1 has been rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Gill.
